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Foster -Adams Named Resident Journalist At Morehead 



W. Foster “Pap” Adams, one of the best-teverf 
and most highly respected Newsmen in Kentucky, has 
been named a Journalist in Residence at Morehead 
State College. 

Adams, who retired as 
editor of the Berea Citizen 
in July after 38 years, 
there, will work with the 
college publications, the 
alumni association, area or- 
ganizations and in other 
capacities. 

“Mr. Adams has had a 
wealth of experience, not 
only in the newspaper 
field but in human rela- 
tions,” said Dr. Adron 
Doran, President of More- 
head State College. “With 

his vast knowledge, the contributions he can make 
to Morehead State College and the people of this reg- 
ion wiil be unlimited ” 

Dr. Doran added, “We have been talking with

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Foster for several years about coming to Morehead 
after retirement as a working editor arid we sincerely 
feel that this unique type of position will prove to be 
an exciting experience for us all ” 

This is the first time a newspaperman has assum- 
ed such a position at a Kentucky college or univer- 
sity. 

Adams, who served as president of the Kentucky 
Press Association in 1962, was born in Vanceburg in 
1899 and graduated from Vanceburg High School. He 
worked on construction, in steel mills and on various 
locks on the Ohio River before entering the newspaper 
profession with the Vanceburg Sun in 1922. 

Loves Water And Steamboats 

“I always had a love for the water and my great- 
est secret desire was to become a steamboat pilot,” he 
added. “When I didn’t achieve that dream, I named 
my column in the Citizen ‘The Pilot House.’ ” 

Adams ’column was widely read during his tenure 
as editor from the early ’50’s to the oresent with some 
of his most interesting columns written on a trip to 
Russia. 

In 1961, when we was vice-president of the KPA, 
Adams and several othtr Kentuckians.-including B. F. 



Reed, a member of the Morehead Board of Regents — 
spent 21 days in Russia, Poland and Hungary. 

Upon his return to the United States, Adams 
toured Kentucky while representing the KPA and 
made numerous talks concerning his experiences in 
Russia. 

“But one of the greatest experiences of my life 
was when I met with President Kennedy as one of a 
group of Kentucky editors,” said Adams. 

He moved from the Vanceburg Sun to the Pike 
County News in 1924 and went to Berea College in 
1926 to work on the mechanical side of the Berea Cit- 
itzen. In the early 1950’s, he was named editor of the 
Citizen and Superintendent of the Berea College Press 

During his tenure as President of the Kentucky 
Press Association, the organization made some of its 
greatest advancements. 

''Pap" It A Guiding 

“Pap" Adams has been one cf the guiding lights 
of the KPA for many years,” said George Joplin, III, 
current president of the KPA and editor of the Som- 
erset Commonwealth, “and even though he is retiring 
as an active editor, he will be sharing his knowledge 
with the youngsters at Morehead.” 



Joplin added, “He is one of the best loved and 
most highly thought of newsmen in Kentucky and we 
know that his presence on the Morehead State College 
campus will favorably effect the lives of many peo- 
ple.” 

Wife It « Newspaper Women 

A member of the Christian Church, Adams is also 
a member of Sigma Delta Chi, the American Legion, 
a past president of the Berea Kiwanis Club and the 
Berea Red Cross chapter. 

He is married to the former Varda Grote of Vance- 
burg who he says “is a newspaper woman who has set 
type, done office work and was circulation manager 
of the Citizen." 

The Adamses were the parents of two children- 
“Varda and I have known a lot of the joys and sor- 
rows in life,” said Adams, “but the joys have greatly 
outnumbered the sorrows.” 

Now that he and Mrs. Adams are in Morehead 
they are in a position to bring joy to many youngsters 
and it’s a position they are happy in. 

“We’re looking forward to having the opportunity 
to work with the youngsters at Morehead and sincere- 
ly hope that we have a contribution to make,” he said.

Hazard s undefeated Bulldogs first toyed with, 
then stumbled to a 33-0 win over an outclassed but 
game M C. Napier eleven at Napier Field Saturday 
night. The win. Hazard’s third and second Eastern 

Kentucky Mountain Conference victory, marked the 
ninth straight time the Navajos have fallen to their 
city neighbors. 

As is the usual case. Coach Jack Carey used the 
game for experimentation purposes and to get some 
of his reserves into action, sending 35 players into the 
fray at one time or the other.

Hazard drew a penalty on their first play, Ben- 
ning advanced three yards, but QB Bill Morgan was 
thrown attempting to pass, and punted to the Na- 
pier 31.

This is not to take one thing away from Ed Wil- 
son’s numerically thin squad because they turned in 
their finest effort of the season against a much better 
club. In fact. Napier’s dormant offense showed signs 
of awakening with transient end Martin Allen direct- 
ing the team from the quarterback slot and halfback 
Jimmy McAlarnis finally running up to expectations 
as he kept Hazard's front line defense relatively busy 
most of the evening. 

r Standouts for Hazard would have to be Combs, a 
5-8, 160 IIB. who churned 73 yards on five carries, in- 
tercepted two passes, returning them 49 yards, had a 
33-yard punt return, and scored one touchdown; Baker 
5-10. 160 HB. who runs like a scared rabbit with jet- 
away thrust, rolled up 59 vards on seven runs and 
scored once; frail fullback Marvin Beaning, who rush- 
ed 40 yards on three carries.
